FOREWORD 


тә little book is placed before the public with 
the intention of showing the possibilities of 
travelling by Electric Railways and the pleas- 
ures that may be derived therefrom. This method 
of travelling is, in our days, the safest, and 
besides being cheap, it offers a great many 
advantages unattainable with any other means 
of locomotion. The present excursion system 
of steam railroads, restricting persons to a few 
trains, causes overcrowding and delays that are 
often very annoying. 

It is now possible to travel long distances 
by "Trolley", and splendid opportunities are thus 
open to all persons desiring to see both town 
and country—a thing that is practically impos- 
sible when travelling by train. The trolley trip 
is the nearest approach to a motor tour and is 
equally as health-giving and invigorating. It has 
an advantage over the railroad trip in that a 
passenger can alight where his fancy directs. 
He can stop off at convenient places to ramble 
in the woods or fields, or perhaps explore some 
picturesque or historic spot, and then, when tired, 
he can make his way back to the highway with 
the assurance that within a few minutes there 
will be a car to convey him in whichever direc- 
tion he desires to go. When travelling in this 
manner, the tourist experiences a sense of free- 
dom and independence that is next to impossible 
when he is whirled from place to place in a stuffy 
train coach. The trolley trip provides an excel- 
lent way of getting an insight into the character 
of the people of various towns and country 
places. Everybody in the trolley car is on ап 
equal footing, the artisan paying his 5 cents 
just the same as a rich man. This tends to 
eliminate the "bluff", fostered by the Pullmans 
in railroad travelling, and leads to an exchange 
of ideas that to any one of an observing turn of 
mind is most interesting. 

Great care has been taken to insure the accu- 
racy of the information contained in this book, 
but the author can not be held responsible fcr any 
discrepancy that may have crept into the text. 
Any suggestions that will tend to improve new 
editions of this book will be cordially received, as 
the author's desire is to have it meet the demands 
of the public as closely as possible.

The 
numbers indicate the Route in which that name 
appears. 

S aíter the name, means that the route begins 
at Scranton; therefore, from Wilkes-Barre or 
Hazleton, Scranton must first be reached by any 
of the interconnecting routes, Nos. 1 to 14. 

WB aíter the name means similarly, that the 
route begins at Wilkes-Barre, and 

H, that the route begins at Hazleton. 

Places not marked with any letter are reached 
by one of the interconnecting routes. 

All cars meet at different termini unless 
otherwise stated.

Places Of Interest- How Reached 
By Trolley 


“Anonymous Mount—Located about 2 miles 
beyond the Scranton Lake. Beautiful road to 
the summit begins from the boulevard around 
the Lake and winds up to the top, about 300 
feet above the level of the Lake. Pretty views 
of the surrounding country and of the Lake 
are seen from this place. 


Bald Mount—Located about 5 miles south- 
west of Scranton. Take “Luzerne Str." car at 
Lackawanna Ave. to the end of the line. Fare, 
5c. From there, walk about 4 miles to the sum- 
mit. There are many traditions about this 
place and about the wonderful gold springs 
said to exist there, but known only to the 
Indians. Today the top of the mountain, shorn 
of its forest by heavy winds, is a popular place 
for excursionists seeking a fine view of the sur- 
rounding country. 


Campbell’s Ledge—A historic and pictur- 
esque spot overlooking the beautiful Susque- 
hanna River. It is well noted in history from 
the days when the first pioneers tried to gain 
supremacy over the Indians then inhabiting 
these valleys. Take any of the routes to Pitts- 
ton. From there by car to Pittston Junction, 
and then walk about one-half mile. 


'Chinchilla—A picturesque village just be- 
yond Leggett's Gap. The walk along the road, 
beginning few hundred yards past the toll-gate, 
up the mountain, is a delightful one. See Route 
No. 15 to City Line. Fare, 5c. 


Connell Park—Reached by South Side or 
Moosic-Pittston cars from Lackawanna Ave., 
Scranton. Get off at Ripple Str. and walk two 
blocks. Fare, 5c. 


Crystal Lake—A gorgeous lake surrounded 
by beautiful forests. About 7 miles north of 
Carbondale. Get off the trolley just below 
Richmondale; from there, walk 4 miles. See 
Route Хо. 18 to Richmondale. 


Harvey’s Lake—The largest lake in Penn- 
sylvania. See the views and description on 
page 28. Reached by Route No. 22. 
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NORTHERN ELECTRIC PARK 


ORTHERN ELECTRIC PARK is situated at 
Clarks Summit, in a beautiful grove of magnifi- 
cent forest trees, eleven acres in extent. The altitude 
at this point is six hundred feet above Scranton, 
which insures constant and delightfully cool breezes 
on the hottest days. Тһе attractions in the park are 
of the best. A large dancing pavilion with a magnifi- 
cent dancing floor is built on modern lines. The 
roller coaster, with its many sensational dips, gives 
the longest coaster ride in this section. Among the 
other attractions for the amusement and comfort of 
patrons are a merry-go-round, a shooting gallery, 
swings, outdoor kitchens, refreshment stands—in 
fact, everything to make it a most desirable spot for 
a day’s or an evening’s outing. 












LILY LAKE, NEAR DALTON 
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Hazle Park—Beautiful park near Hazleton. 
See description on page 46. Reached from 
Wilkes-Barre by Route No. 2; from Hazleton 
by Route No. 37. 


Hollenback Park—Located on the outskirts 
of the city of Wilkes-Barre. Reached by Route 
Хо. 28 or 31. 


International Correspondence Schools—Vis- 
itors to Scranton should by no means miss a 
trip to this wonderful educational institution. 
It is the greatest in the world, Reached from 
central city by the GR, the DM, or the PS cars. 
Get off at Ash Str. 


Lily Lake—Formerly known as Walls Pond. 
Located about 2 miles east of Dalton. The lake 
is famous for water lilies, which are found 
there in great profusion and varieties. See 
Route No. 15 to Dalton; from there walk about 
124 miles. 


Moosic Lake—Located on the crest of the 
Moosic Mts., about 12 miles east of Scranton. 
A popular summer resort. Picnic grounds, 
scenic railways, and other attractions. The 
beautiful walks in Paupack Glen always draw 
throngs of visitors to this place. See Route No. 
17 to Moosic Lake, and the illustrations on the 
reverse side of the panoramic view. 


Mountain Lake—A popular place for outings. 
Located on eastern hills, about 3 miles from 
Scranton. See Route No. 1 to South Scranton; 
from there walk about 1 mile. 


Nanticoke—A trip by trolley to Nanticoke is 
well worth taking because of the beautiful 
views along the road and the view of the Sus- 
quehanna River as it leaves Wyoming Valley 
at that place. See the view on page 30 and 
Route No. 27. 


Nay Aug Park and Luna Park— The first is 
the beautiful park of the city of Scranton; the 
second, adjacent to it, is a miniature Coney 
Island. In Nay Aug Park, a museum with an 
extensive collection of Indian relics, a model 
mine—"Brook's Mine", the waterfall, the old 
car of the former gravity road that ran between 
Pittston and Hawley, are worth seeing. See 
the view of the museum and of the falls on the 
reverse side of the panoramic view. Reached ; 
by Route No. 20 or 21. 
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А Trip Over the 


Scranton & Binghamton Railroad 


After leaving Scranton, the Scranton & 
Binghamton Railway passes through the grand 
and rugged Leggetts Gap to Chinchilla, an 
attractive village nestling at the foot of the 
mountains. The beautiful agricultural country of 
the Abingtons now opens up, and, rising rapidly, 
the line reaches Clarks Summit, a thriving 
town and an ideal location for suburban 
homes; here is the Northern Electric Park 
with its many attractions for a day or evening 
of pleasure. 








BROOKSIDE 





From North Clarks Summit the road winds 
down to Glenburn; the scenery is made up of 
a panorama of hills and valleys, with Glenburn 
Pond and many fine country residences to 
enhance its beauty. 


One mile farther on is the town of Dalton, 
spread upon the hills on both sides of the valley. 
Next comes Brookside; here is located the Power 
House and Car Barns, and an exceedingly attrac- 
tive Athletic Park. From Brookside the line 
crosses the tracks of the D., L. & W. R. R. on a 
viaduct and runs along the hillside, giving a fine 
view down the valley toward La Plume and 
Factoryville. Beyond La Plume the road winds 
around the hills to Factoryville Junction, where 
the branch to Lake Winola leaves the Main Line. 
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Northern Electric Park—See description and 
illustration on page 8. Reached by Route No. 
15 to Clarks Green, which is one stop before 
Clarks Summit. 


Nuangola and Conyngham Pass—T wo places 
of exceedingly rare, natural beauty along the 
road to Hazleton. The whole road between 
that city and Wilkes-Barre is full of picturesque 
scenes. See Route No. 2 from Wilkes-Barre 
and No. 3 from Hazleton. 


Peckville Pothole—One of nature's curiosi- 
ties. Famous all over the United States. It is 
a big opening in a solid rock. about 20 by 25 by 
25 feet deep, and was churned out by the action 
of a glacier. The different stratas may be 
plainly seen. See Route No. 18 to Peckville; 
from there walk 114 miles to the place called 
Ridge. 

Prospect Rock— There is no better place to 
obtain a beautiful view of the historic Wyo- 
ming Valley than from this place. Reached 
from Wilkes-Barre by taking a car to George- 
town—fare, 5c—and then walking about a mile. 


Queen Esther Rock—A stone known as 
“bloody rock.” It was here that Esther, the 
Indian queen, dashed out the brains of eighteen 
white men after the Wyoming massacre. See 
Routes to Wyoming. Get off at Eighth St, 
Wyoming, and walk %4 mile towards the Sus- 
quehanna River. See illustration on page 22. 


Rocky Glen Park—An attractive park and 
lake with an abundance of various amusements 
described on page 18. See Route No. 1 from 
Scranton and Route No. 4 from Wilkes-Barre. 


Sans-Souci Park— Beautiful attraction Park. 
Located along the route to Nanticoke. See 
Route No. 27. 


Scranton Lake—Located on the top of the 
eastern hills, about 2 miles beyond Nay Aug 
Park. Beautiful scenery. А fine boulevard 
around the lake and plenty of shady places for 
resting. See the view on page 16. Reached by 
Route No. 20 or 21 to Nay Aug Park; from 
there walk up the hill to the place called 
Snook's Addition. 
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The view of Factoryville is very attractive; 
it overlooks the town and the grounds of Key- 
stone Academy. A little farther on the South 
Branch of the Tunkhannock Creek is crossed. 
Here is an extensive view of the valley with the 
Blue Mountains in the distance, presenting one 
of the most beautiful scenes in a locality noted 
for its magnificent scenery. 

From the top of Tunnel Hill the line crosses 
to the main stream of the Tunkhannock Creek; 
from this ridge the valley spreads out in a grand 
panorama, with Nicholson in the distance. The 
scenery from here to Nicholson is beautiful and 
constantly changing. Along this portion of the 
line may be had extensive views of the gigantic 
work being done on the D., L. & W. R. R. cut-off. 


NICHOLSON 


From Factoryville Junction the Lake Winola 
Branch winds to the west, giving many extended 
views of valleys and mountains, particularly at 
Lithia Valley, where the view to the north shows 
wooded East Mountain in the foreground and 
ridge after ridge of Susquehanna County hills 
in the distance. Passing on to North Lake 
Winola, the Lake itself, nestling among the hills, 
comes into view, with the Blue Mountains beyond 
the Susquehanna River for a background. 

Altogether, it is seldom that one finds along 
any railroad such a variety of pleasing views 
made up of beautiful farming country, towns, 
lakes, and imposing mountain scenery.

Scrub Oak Mountain—Located about 2 miles 
beyond Scranton Lake and near Mount Anony- 
mous. А beautiful place for a day's basket 
outing. The summit of this mountain is higher 
than that of Mount Anonymous. 


Spring Brook Reservoirs— Water reservoirs 
of the city of Wilkes-Barre. One of the highest 
existing dams is there. Generally very inter- 
esting and picturesque place. See Route No. 1 
or 9 to Moosic; from there follow the road that 
begins close to the Laurel Line Sta. and pass- 
ing under the Erie tracks continue via Spring 
Valley Road. 


Valley View Park—A popular picnic ground. 
See page 20 for illustration and description. 
Reached by Route No. 1 from Scranton and 
Route No. 4 from Wilkes-Barre, to Inkerman 
Sta. 


Virginia—A beautiful valley with an interest- 
ing road that winds along Stafford's Meadow 
Brook. From the station cross the overhead 
bridge and the Erie tracks. About 1% miles up 
the valley is the Ore Mine spring, noted for its 
pure cold water. The place is a very desirable 
one for an afternoon's outing. See illustration 
on page 16. Reached from Scranton by Route 
No. 1 and from Wilkes-Barre by Route No. 4. 


Winola Lake—A beautiful lake, extremely 
popular for summer outings. The Scranton 
Canoe Club is located here. See the views and 
description on pages 4 and 6. Reached by 
Route No. 16. 


Wyoming Monument—See page 32 for the 
view and description. Reached from Wilkes- 
Barre, by Route No. 12. From Scranton, 
choose any Route to Pittston. From Pittston 
walk to West Pittston, and then take trolley 
car to the Monument. See Route No. 11 from 
West Pittston.

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Long Distance Tours By 
Trolley 


The enthusiastic trolley traveller is undoubt- 
edly interested in the distance limitations of 
trolley travelling. Unfortunately, both ends of 
the trolley system of these valleys are isolated 
Írom other systems. There are two gaps on the 
south end; the first between McAdoo and 
Tamaqua, a distance of about 8 miles, from 
there to Mauch Chunk and Lehighton by trolley, 
and the second between Lehighton and Slating- 
ton, about 6 miles. From Slatington there is an 
uninterrupted trolley system via Allentown to 
Philadelphia and thence to New York, Boston, 
and other principal cities of New England. 
Delaware Water Gap may also be reached by 
trolley from Allentown. The gaps between this 
system and the one beyond Slatington can be 
covered by train or by a walk that is likely to 
be enjoyed by any one. It is beyond the scope 
of this booklet to give an extensive description 
of these tours. It may be said, however, that the 
cost of a trip to Philadelphia is about $1.50, one 
way, from Tamaqua (see map, page 37) and that 
about 7 hours is required for the trip. 

On the north end of the system there is a 
gap of 89 miles between Forest City and Oneonta, 
which gap may be crossed by the D. & H. Rail- 
way. From Oneonta there is an uninterrupted 
trolley system, via Mohawk, Utica, Syracuse, 
Auburn, Rochester, Lockport, and Buffalo, as far 
west as Milwaukee, Wisconsin; also, the follow- 
ing cities of the Middle West may be reached: 
Cleveland, Toledo, Columbus, Dayton, Lima, Cin- 
cinnati, in Ohio; Detroit and Lansing, in 
Michigan; Fort Wayne and Indianapolis, in 
Indiana; Louisville, in Kentucky; Chicago, in 
Illinois; and many more. А map that shows the 
trolley routes in these states may be obtained 
from The Central Electric Traffic Association of 
Indianapolis, Indiana. The trip to Chicago is a 
delightful one, as a good part of the route runs 
parallel to the shore of Lake Erie. The trip to 
Chicago requires about 4 days, one way, although 
the actual running time is about 38 hours; the 
distance is about 1,100 miles, of which more 
than 1,000 miles can actually be traversed by 
trolley. The cost of this trip by trolley is 
approximately $20, with about $10 extra for hotel 
expenses.

Tour No. 1—To Nay Aug Park by Route No. 
20 or No. 21. From there walk to Scranton Lake; 
take the road around the lake to the right; cross 
the dam and spillway bridge; follow the first road 
branching to the right, up to Virginia. Return by 
Route No. 4 to Scranton. Total walking distance, 
5 miles. Fares, 15с. 


Tour No. 2—To Dunmore by Route No. 21 or 
"Laurel Hill" car to the end of line. From there 
walk to Nay Aug City, following the path parallel 
to the D., L. & W. Ry. At Nay Aug City take the 
path up the hill to Moosic Lake trolley line, and 
return by car to Scranton. Total walking distance, 
3% miles. Fares, 15с. 


Tour No. 3—To Moosic Lake by Route No. 17. 
From there walk via Marshwood to Four Corners 
in Throop, or via Jessup to Peckville. From 
Throop or Peckville, return to Scranton by Route 
No. 18 or No. 19. Total walking distance, 5% 
miles. Fares, 35c. 


Tour No. 4—To Olyphant by Route No. 19. 
Walk about 12 mile to the Carbondale line, and re- 
turn to Scranton by Route No. 18. Fares, 20c. 


Tour No. 5—To Keyser Valley Shops of the 
D., L. & W. Ry. by “North Main" car. Follow the 
wooden footpath and the left branch of the Ry. 
tracks to the end of the shop fence. Take the 
road to the left, and walk along the road back of 
the shops to either "Lafayette" or "Washburn" 
cars, and return to town. Total walking distance, 
1% miles. Fares, 10c. 


Tour No. 6—To Nay Aug Park via Route No. 
20. Follow the boulevard and cross the bridge to 
Nay Aug Station on Laurel Line. Return to 
pm by Route No. 21. Fares, 10c. Walk, 14 
mule, 

Tour No. 7—To Chinchilla by Route No. 15. 
From there walk via Justus to Dickson City and 
return by Route No. 18 to Scranton. Total walk- 
ing distance, 4 miles. Fares, 20c. 

Tour No. 8—To Dalton by Route No. 15. From 
there walk to Lily Lake; continue to Waverly and 
Waverly Road station. Return to Scranton by 
Route No. 15. Total walking distance, 474 miles. 
Fares, 40c.

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WYOMING MONUMENT, NEAR THE W.-B. RY, CO, LINE 


HE monument was erected in 1841 in memory of 

the vietims of the Wyoming massacre, which is 
perhaps best described by the following inscription 
on one of the sides of the monument. 

“Near this spot was fought on the afternoon of 
the Third of July, 1778, the Battle of Wyoming, in 
which a small band of patriotic Americans, chiefly 
the undisciplined, the youthful, and the aged, spared 
by inefficieney from the distant ranks of the Republic, 
led by Col. Zebulon Butler and Col. Nathan Denison, 
with a courage that deserved success, fearlessly met 
and bravely fought a combined British, Tory, and 
Indian force of thrice their number. Numerical super- 
iority alone gave success to the invader, and wide- 
spread havoc, desolation, and ruin marked his savage 
and bloody footsteps through the valley. This 
monument, commemorative of these events, and in 
memory of the actors in them, has been erected over 
the bones of the slain by their descendants and 
others who gratefully appreciated the services and 
sacrifices of their patriot ancestors.
